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MORE ARGUMENTS 


We are in the midst of another debate 
on the “formula for sports cars” subject 
—as a result of a look at the entry lists 
of recent sports car events. 


It seems that the owner of a stock 
M.G. or Jaguar just doesn’t have a chance 
to win any of the present road _ races. 
Actually, it is getting to the point 
where a line of demarkation must be 
drawn—before things get out of hand. 


As at Le Mans, where Grand Prix Tal- 
bots with sketchy road equipment were 
victorious, the Cadillac-Allards and Heal- 
eys are, in fact, nearer kin to race cars 
than sports cars. Notice that single-seat 
race cars were among those vanquished 
by the Cadillac-powered cars. With even 
higher powered engines soon becoming 
available, road speeds of 150 mph are 
a distinct possibility. 

We do not propose to limit such cars 
—either in body requirements or engine 
size—but we do think they should be 
entirely divorced from amateur sports car 
events as such. If the production sports 
car owner is not able to participate in 
racing events without driving against 
200+ hp race cars, the future of the 
sport may well be imperiled. At worst, 
one race per program could be for stock 
production cars, or slightly modified pro- 
duction cars, with prizes for each class 
winner. 


NASH THE PROGRESSIVE 


First came the Nash announcement of 
the n.x.i., an experimental small car 
based on European-built mechanical com- 
ponents. This was followed by the Ram- 
bler, larger than the n.x.i., but still an 
economy car. Then, to gladden the hearts 
of enthusiasts Nash obtained the services 
of Pinin Farina, world-famous carroz- 
zeria of Italy. The 1952 Nash should be a 
bright star on the American scene. 


The employment of ‘Cannonball’ 
Baker, famous stock car record driver 
and N.A.S.C.A.R. Big-Wheel, was hint of 
activities to come. Nash participation 
(thru NASCAR) in the Mexican Road 
Race was, we hope, their opening gun in 
a return to sales promotion based on 
actual performance rather than chrome 
goodies and fancy phrases. 

Now, to top this surprising turn of 
events, Nash is preparing to market the 
Nash-powered Healey. The prototype of 
this car placed 4th in the grueling Le 
Mans 24-hour race. Good performance, 
attractive appearance, proven dependa- 
bility, low cost, widespread service, and 
use of siandard components should enable 
this car to deliver much of the latent 
sports car enthusiasm into the Nash 
showrooms, As a progressive organization, 
Nash-Kelvinator certainly occupies a top 
position.

Total entries 114—the usual scratches due 
to mechanical failures, sickness, and delays 
on promised delivery dates for overseas ship- 
ments, plus two new reasons: (1) the de- 
mands of the Armed Forces, and (2) the 
failure of foreign entrants to show due to 
demands of appearance money plus the usual 
car and personal expense guarantees. One 
foreign entrant also termed the 100-mile race 
Qibasprinh % 

The field was narrowed to 73 entrants, 
ready to run, by the morning of race day. 
It was noted that more than one car ran 
their race on Thursday and Friday and in the 
garages. This certainly adds to the tempo 
of the weekend, but tires many a good car. 


There were many unusual cars, constitut- 
ing a real variety. Some of the types repre- 
sented were Healey Silverstones (Briggs 
Cunningham’s being the most interesting 
with its U. S. designed and constructed De 
Dion rear end and its 390-cubic inch Cadil- 
lac engine with 5 carburetors.) 


Allard J.2 with Cadillac engine. All fol- 
lowed the conventional pattern except for 
two. Fred Wacker of Chicago drove a J.2 
equipped with Hydramatic transmission. The 
car did very well but it was noticeable that 
the transmission shifted into high gear much 
too soon on the climbs and following turns. 


Bugatti—the most interesting, driven by 
Bill Milliken, had a Dynaflow transmission 
which appeared to work well with the large 
displacement 3600 rpm engine. 


M.G.—by the dozen. The TC that R. 
Keith drove was certainly in a class by 
itself. Not only did it run away from the 
M.G.s, but it also gave an excellent demon- 
stration of speed in winning over Stiles’ 


H.R.G. in the Queen Catherine Race. 


Jaguar XK-120—They were as numerous 
as M.G.s. Reider’s appeared to be the faster 
of the group. The most interesting was a 
Wade-blown version owned by Logan Hill. 
The potential of this car wasn’t demonstrated 
as it experienced trouble with a piston the 
morning of the race and didn’t run. It is 
known that the car does accelerate about 
25% faster on the original break away than 
an unblown model. This was checked and 
the blown XK reached a designated spot in 


5 seconds as against 7 seconds for the un- 
blown car, 


H.R.G.—both standard and aerodynamic 
types were on hand. 

Alfa Romeo—a Nardi Danese Alfa-engined 
competition model, plus a Mille Miglia 
B.M.W. with a new 2.5 Alfa engine. The 
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latter looked very good but experienced fuel 
trouble and soon went out of the race. There 
was also the old reliable 8-C Alfa which 
Huntoon drove to win in his class. 


Ferrari—two sports and one competition 
model. 


Veritas—a nice looking job but definitely 


outclassed by the Frazer-Nash and the three 
Ferrari. 


Specials and non-sports types—these were 
as numerous and as fast as usual. The regu- 
lars: Miles Collier’s Ford-Riley, Weaver's 
V-8 Maserati, Brundage’s Ford-Duesenberg, 
driven by Huntoon (now has an Olds Rocket 
power plant), Stevenson’s Cadillac powered 
Meyer Spl., and a number of others. This 
whole group were well prepared and terri- 


fically potential but they seemed dogged 
by bad luck. 


The author will stick his neck out and say 
that the most potential sports car was the 
Cunningham Healey-Cadillac. This car pick- 
ed up a phenomenal 17-18 seconds on Gold- 
schmidt in one lap during the latter part 
of the Grand Prix. It repeated in the next 
lap, and the leader was not running easy. 


SENECA CUP—15 LAPS, 99 MILES. 


This was an open race and included non- 
sports types. The three fastest sports cars to 
be eligible to run in the Grand Prix. 

1st Lap—Davidson took the immediate lead 
in his Allard-Cadillac. This was short lived as 
Weaver took over with the Maserati. Davidson 
had heavy foot trouble and argued with a tree 
—the tree won and the Allard retired with a 
badly dented nose. Goldschmidt moved into 
second with his Allard-Caddy, Phil Walters was 
a fast-climbing 8rd in the Healey-Caddy, with 
D. C. Peck’s Bugatti entrant 4th. 

2nd Lap—Weaver still first, Walters now in 
2nd and cutting lead to about 3 car-lengths, 
Goldschmidt a jam-up 8rd of about 2 car- 
lengths. Miles Collier moved into 4th with 
Ford-Riley. Huntoon experiencing difficulty in 
the Brundage Olds-Duesey—loose wire on elec- 
tric fuel pump. 

3rd Lap—Walters in lead by 12 seconds, 
Goldschmidt second with 7 seconds over Weay- 
er, and Collier following in 12-14 sec. 

4th Lap—Walters lead increased to 22 sec- 
onds. Weaver out as he went off the road 
while dodging a spectator who ran in front of 
him. Goldschmidt 2nd, Collier, with 8rd gear 
only, now a mile behind in 8rd place. The Bug 
now back in 4th. The leaders are starting to 
lap the slower cars, such as the Frazer-Nash, 
Veritas, blown M.G.s and the various specials. 

5th Lap—Weather has been threatening dur- 
ing the whole race, now started raining and 
race slows a little. Walters, Goldschmidt, Col- 
lier about the same. Hoe driving a monstrous 
light-bodied Duesey has been doing a good job 
but dropped from 5th to 8th by this lap. 

6th and 7th Laps—race now under wraps as 
sprinkling rain has made the macadam 2/3 of 
the course like ice. It is most noticeable as cars 
start slowing down coming off of the mountain 
at about 100 mph. The rear ends of the less 
stable cars are sliding a good 2 feet in each 
direction. Walters with 1 min. 24 sec. over 
Goldschmidt, Collier about 40 seconds behind. 
Cook driving blown M.G, is putting up a real 
show, has moved up 7 places in 7 laps to 
9th position. 

8th Lap—race under the yellow flag and all 
ears holding same relative positions. Rain fair- 
ly heavy. 

9th Lap—Healey 1st with Goldschmidt mov- 
ing up slightly to 1 min. 17 sec. Collier also 
up to about 1 min. 48 sec. behind Ist. 

10th Lap—Rain ceased and course beginning 
to dry, positions about same. 

11th Lap—Phil Walters in Healey-Caddy still 
showing the way with his ferocious acceleration 
and careful cornering. Yellow flag down. 

12th Lap—Walters opening up on his lead, 
Goldschmidt 2nd, Collier losing ground with 
only 3rd gear operative. 
13th Lap—Walters has just lapped the 4th 
place car. Course almost completely dry and 
lap speed picking up. Goldschmidt 2nd but los- 
ing ground, now 1 min. 44 sec. out of 1st, Col- 
lier falling back but still holding 3rd due to 
the large margin the 3 lead cars had on the 
field. 

14th and 15 Laps—About the same.

Here was a truly superb collection of sports 
cars, the class of entrants equal to those of any 
such race in the world! This is certainly true 
when you can list the following names in the 
plural, as a representative group of the 29 en- 
trants: Ferrari, Alfa Romeos, Allards, Healeys, 
Jaguars. ae, 

Gayt Cole in the lead, followed by Milliken 
in the Dynaflow Bugatti, Goldschmidt moving 
up rapidly past about 7 or 8 cars. Thereafter, 
the snarling pack was jammed so closely that 
it was impossible to name a position. 

Ist Lap—Cole in the lead, Milliken 2nd, Gold- 
schmidt 3rd. The Griswold entered Mille Miglia 
BMW-Alfa already sick with fuel starvation. 
Sam Collier crashed and was seriously injured 
when he left the road. 

2nd Lap—Goldschmidt moves into lead as he 
passes Milliken, and Cole slides off of the 
course at Townsend Road Corner. This was a 
perfect four-wheel slide under full power, but 
the speed was too great, or the road too nar- 
row! Wacker in Allard-Caddy 8rd (the Hydra- 
matic transmission car), Cunningham-Healey 
4th, Reider—XK-120 5th, Spear-Ferrari 6th, 
Fitch—Fitch Bitch 7th (this is a Fiat chassis, 
V-8 60 engine, Modified Crosley Hot-Shot 
body), Kimberly-Ferrari 8th. 

3rd Lap—Goldschmidt, Wacker, Milliken, 
Cunningham—in that order. These cars had a 
14 mile lead on the remainder of the field. 

4th Lap—Positions the same, lap speed for 
Goldschmidt a little over 71 mph. Huntoon in 
the Alfa moving up. He had stopped to help a 
driver off the road—true sportsmanship! 

5th Lap—Milliken rolled over on the same 
turn that Cole had over-shot. Again it was too 
fast! He scrambled out of the inverted burning 
ear. 

6th Lap—Goldschmidt has 25 seconds on 
Wacker, Cunningham 8rd with over a minute. 

7th Lap—Goldschmidt, Wacker—81 sec., Cun- 
ningham—1 minute 20 sec., Reider—XK-120 
4th, Kimberly-Ferrari 5th, Stevenson Meyer- 
Caddy Spl. 6th, Fitch—Fitch Bitch 7th, Hun- 
toon-Alfa 8th, Spear-Ferrari 9th. 

8th-12th Laps—The leaders hold the same 
relative positions, but Kimberly, Huntoon, 
Spear moving thru field to take 4th, 5th, 6th, 
respectively. At 12th ian, Goldschmidt still 
holds a big lead of about a minute, but all of 
a sudden Cunningham starts to make a bid 
and gains a phenomenal 17-18 seconds in both 
this lap and the next. 

13th Lap—Cunningham moves into second 
and altho gaining very rapidly on Goldschmidt 
there just aren’t enough laps left to pull the 
trick. This gave Cunningham a 100% batting 
average for the three-year history of the race, 
as he has taken 2nd each time.

The section of top over the occupants could 
be removed, as on some European cars, or 
the entire top could be left at home. The 
spare wheel is exposed a la M.G. and Lin- 
coln Continental. The grille is reminiscent 
of Indianapolis race cars, and the fender is 
cut away from the front of the wheel— 
Soder’s pet design feature. He believes this 
gives a greater appearance of sportiness. 


The average person hardly realizes the 
difficulty in successfully styling a small car. 
Lowness is a necessity, or else the car will 
have that “top-heavy” look, and a long hood 
helps to minimize the stubby effect. 
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The design above, based on a_ larger 
chassis, such as Ford or Mercury, embodies 
many similar features. The same cut-away 
fenders, and low silhouette are used, as is 
the Continental spare tire mounting. This 
version has a fixed top, however, and a rear 
seat. The proud exposure of wheels, blended 
with a design which makes no attempt at 
illusion of length, is truly refreshing. 


COVER DESIGNS 


The blue four door sedan on the 
cover is in distinct contrast to the 
European styling of the Cadillac by 
Saoutchik shown below it. Designed by 
W. A. Fetter of Independence, Mis- 
souri, it wins a _ special $20 Design 
Forum Award. The dominant theme of 
his design is the two long fenders, vis- 
ually complete units in themselves. 
Bumpers, fenders, and wheels are in- 
tegrated by a common center-line, The 
otherwise monotonous fender contour 
is relieved by a line of chrome dots, 
side grille, and concurrent break of 
the bumper and fin at rear wheel. 
Narrow chrome pillars increase visi- 
bility, reduce undesirable verticals, and 
separates visually, the roof from the 
fender unit. 


The Saoutchik Cadillac is of typical 
French design, with sweeping lines and 
two-tone color scheme. Drawings such 
as this are prepared for prospective 
clients to facilitate their selection of 
coachwork styling.

Just back from my first visit to Watkins 
Glen, a round trip of over 6000 miles... 
with no troubles from my “Detroit iron.’ 

Again the Sports Car Club of America is 
to be commended for doing a wonderful job. 
It was unfortunate that there were several 
accidents, but then racing is always dan- 
gerous. Actually the club has been, till now, 
just plain lucky. 

The races were marred by a light inter- 
mittent drizzle, wrecking (besides several 
cars) my chances of getting any decent 
color photos for future Road and Track 
covers. At Watkins Glen there was the 
largest and most interesting collection of 
unusual automobiles ever gathered into one 
spot. Among the sports cars entered was, 
for example, one of the rare 4.9 super- 
charged Bugatti’s equipped with a Buick 
Dynaflow torque converter and two-speed 
gearbox: Cunningham’s Healey, with a 390 
cu. in. Cadillac ohy engine, looked like the 
car to beat. It had magnesium wheels, a De 
Dion rear end using coil springs, and a very 
clever ducting system to provide air to the 
rear brake drums which are adjacent to the 
center section of the differential. The two 
Mille Miglia Model Ferraris were beautiful 
externally, and internally. In their event 
they ran well, driven conservatively by their 
sportsman owners. One Allard-Cadillac J-2 
was equipped with hydramatic transmission 
and its driver experienced some extra thrills 
in trying to slow for corners on the brakes 
alone. Another interesting car was a hybrid 
consisting of a BMW-328 chassis, a 2.5 litre 
Alfa Romeo engine, and beautiful new 
Italian coachwork. 

Other interesting cars not entered in the 
races included the Jowett, two examples of 
the Porsche modification of the Volkswagen, 
the new Italmeccanica IT-160 and two very 
neat Aston-Martin Le Mans replicas. 

The race was a smashing triumph for 
Cadillac—first and second in the Seneca 
Cup Race, and first, second and third, in 
the sports car Grand Prix as chronicled else- 
where in this issue. It makes one wonder if 
next year’s race will be dominated by the 
new Chrysler V-8 engine which, according 
to reliable information, has hemispherical 
combustion chambers with pushrod operated 
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inclined valves. This new engine is also said 
to be the same size as the Cadillac and to 
develop 180 bhp. Incidentally, this new 
Chrysler engine was originally the concept 
and work of a single man and the project 
was once opposed by company engineers. 

Looked over the new French Simca 8 
convertible coupe carefully and I like it 
very much. The price is right and it should 
sell, especially to those who want ultra 
modern styling and a little more comfort 
than offered by an M.G. The body paneling 
is free from the waviness found in some 
Italian custom bodies. 

Also made a thoro examination of the IT- 
160, the car mentioned in this column last 
month. This example was the close-coupled 
sedan coupe model, and it is a dream. I 
understand the price is $4000, and I can 
readily believe that it will out-perform the 
XK since the power to weight ratio of the 
I.T. is 14 lb./hp against the Jag’s 18. The 
engine is an absolutely stock Ford V-8... 
the direct drive for the roots blower is the 
only logical way to do the job short of re- 
designing the engine for a gear driven 
blower. The body work is first class and the 
interior “deluxe.” A very complete array of 
beautiful matching dials extends completely 
across the instrument panel and gives the 
final touch. 

Had the nose and tail “shaved” on the 
Bond family Ford before leaving for Wat- 
kins Glen. This is so common in California 
that one hardly gives it a second glance, but 
back East we attracted attention! Filling 
station attendants actually asked the make! 

Way back in February 1949, Road and 
Track told of Ford V-8 60 installations in 
several M.G. TC’s. There were many doubt- 
ers... now I have seen a 100 hp Mercury 
V-8 actually installed and running in an 
M.G. and it was accomplished with no visi- 
ble external changes! Must have had a shoe 
horn, for it is a very tight fit. The trans- 
mission is of course, Ford, as well as the 
rear axle with cut down tread. 

Looked over the Muntz Jet and as record- 
ed in this column last month the early 
weight estimates were a little optimistic. 
Actual weight is 3300 pounds, or about 400 
pounds more than the XK-120, which is now 
the standard of comparison when talking 
of high performance cars. 

The present rage for hard top “convert- 
ibles” (Riviera, Catalina, Bel-Air, etc.) 
brings to mind many similar attempts in 
years gone by. One of the first I can recall 


was the higher priced semi-custom bodies 
offered by Hudson in 1928. They had a 5- 
passenger coupe, and a 4-door bougham with 
convertible body type window frames, leath- 
erette covered metal panels, and very nar- 
row body posts. In 1932, Brunn showed a 
4-door hard top “convertible” on a Lincoln 
chassis at the Chicago Salon. I saw this car 
and was greatly impressed. As late as 1939 
and 1940 Mercury built their 5/6 passenger 
couple in a style remarkably like this “new- 
est thing” from Detroit. 

The new 1951 cars are now being an- 
nounced mostly make-shift “face lift- 
ing.” The new 145 bhp Hudson Hornet (bore 
and stroke 3 13/16 x 4%4) with displacement 
increased to 308 cubic inches should be a 
real performer—the 264 cu. in engine was 
not lazy despite the large and heavy body it 
had to pull. The tendency to deviate from 
the routine styling curves of the past is ap- 
parent on the new Kaiser, Nash and Pack- 
ard. They won’t all look alike after all. 
Oldsmobile 88 and Buick Special will have 
completely new bodies for 1951, but the 98 
Olds and Buick Roadmaster will be face-lifts. 


Engine designs do not change nearly so 
rapidly as does body styling. Do you have 
any conception of how long ago the power 
plant in your 1950 car was actually de- 
signed? Here is a list with brief notes and 
comments on each make. 


Buick The original ‘40’? engine was an- 
nounced in 1938, the ‘60’ in 1936. The new 
263 inch ‘50” engine is a fairly drastic re- 
design of the old ‘‘40.” 

Cadillac V-8 New in 1949, minor combustion 
chamber revision in 1950. 


Chevrolet: The basic tooling dimensions for 

this engine are the same as they were at the 
introduction of a 4-main bearing crankshaft in 
1937. The 1987-1950 engine is completely’ dif- 
ferent from the 1929-1936 engine, tho they look 
similar externally. 
Chrysler-DeSoto 6 These two cars use the 
same 6-cylinder engine except 14” stroke change. 
No important revisions since the beginning of 
1937. The history of the 8 is so tricky that I 
prefer to skip it. 

Ford & Mercury V-8 Same engine except 14” 
difference in stroke and minor details. The 
“V-8" was introduced in March 1932, but has 
gone thru a lot of development and. changes. 

Henry J See Willys. 


Hudson 8 The first Hudson 8 was announced 
in 1930, and used many interchangeable parts 
from the notorious Essex 6. In 1933, some re- 
visions were made, particularly in the acces- 
sory drives. No basic changes have been made 
since 19384. The six is a very recent design. 


Kaiser-Fraser Originally one of the Contin- 
ental “F” series engines of circa 1934. Not 
generally known .. . this block was the basis 
of the very hot Gray Marine’s ‘Fireball’ rac- 
ing 225 cu. in. engine, claimed to develop 180 
bhp at 5000 rpm. 

Lincoln V-8 Brand new in 1949, 


Nash The Rambler and Statesman engines 
are virtually identical except stroke. This en- 
gine first powered the ‘40’’ model of 1941. 
The Ambassador engine is difficult to classify ; 
crankshaft and certain other parts date back 
to at least the L-head ‘400’? model of 1935. 
The first chv model (1939) had twin ignition. 
Head and manifolds have ‘had several re-designs 
since. Bore and stroke unchanged in 15 years 
which I consider praise worthy. Some manu- 
facturers are never satisfied and continuously 
increase displacement by juggling bore centers, 
offsetting rods, siamesing cylinders and vari- 
ous other undesirable compromises. 

Oldsmobile V-8 New in 1949. The old’6 has 
been abandoned. 

Packard Like one or two others, this engine’s 
history is involved, but briefly the ‘200 and 
“300 engines are close descendents of the 
1935 model 120. 

Plymouth The present engine is merely a 
bored and stroked version of the original 189 
cu. in. “PC” introduced late in 1932. The 
Dodge is the same engine with %4” more stroke 
and \%” shorter rods. 

Pontiac The present six was first built in 
1935, the eight in 1938. Only minor changes in 
bore and stroke have been made since. 


Studebaker The Champion is a _ relatively 
“new” engine, introduced in 1939. The Com- 
mander engine first appeared in the 1932 


Rockne-65. Bore and stroke have been increased 
at different times thru the years. 

Willys The six is relatively new. Went into 
production late in 1948. For dates on the four, 
see ROAD and TRACK for July-August, 1950.

The annual 500-mile race at Indianapolis 
is a grueling ordeal at the very best, and 
has always been so. Consequently, when 
the very first car to be produced by a new 
concern entered that classic and obtained 
eleventh place, without any stops for me- 
chanical work, it well deserved the title of 
“The Car That Made Good in a Day.” 

This is exactly what the first Stutz auto- 
mobile accomplished on May 30, 1911, with 
Gil Anderson at the wheel. Covering the 
course in 442 minutes, its average speed for 
the 500 miles, including thirteen stops for 
tires and fuel, was approximately 68 mph, 
only a few miles an hour slower than the 
winning Marmon’s speed of 74.59. Such was 
the debut of the Stutz, a car destined to 
be one of the chief contenders in American 
racing sport the next few years, and some- 
thing to be desired by every young man 
with speed in his blood. 

Harry C. Stutz, a name to be reckoned 
with in the automotive industry, was born 
on September 12, 1876, in Ansonia, Ohio. 
Of a mechanical nature, he started work 
in a machine shop in Dayton in 1897. By 
1903 he was in charge of the Lindsey-Rus- 
sell Axle Co, in Indianapolis, and later be- 
came a_ sales engineer there with the 
Schebler Carburetor Co. The ‘American’ 
automobile, built. in Indianapolis, was de- 
signed by Stutz, who also was the chief 
engineer and factory manager of the Marion 
Motor Car Co. in that same city. This ex- 
perience led Stutz to become associated 
with Henry Campbell in forming the Stutz 
Auto Parts Co. Located at 10th St. and 
Canal in Indianapolis this company pro- 
duced the well-known Stutz combination 
transmission and differential, listed in their 
advertisements in 1910 as their “20-25 HP. 
and 25-40 H.P. rear axle and transmission.” 

In 1911 Stutz organized the Ideal Motor 
Car Co., located on North Capitol Avenue 
in Indianapolis, to manufacture the Stutz 
automobile, and it was the first complete

We admire the T.Q., 34 Midget, and Micro-

The engine of the Tipo “America” is a 60 V-12 
of 4100 cc displacement (250 cu in). The largest 
and fastest previous Ferrari, the Mille Miglia model, 
has a basically similar, but smaller engine of 2000 
ce (122 cu in). The new 4.1 litre engine is proba- 
bly a “destroked” version of the recently announced 
4.5 litre Grand Prix model. 

The name Tipo “America” was not selected with- 
out purpose, for this car could definitely be the 
greatest potential threat in American sports car rac- 
ing. The larger engine would erase the advantage 
now enjoyed by Allards, Healeys, and specials pow- 
ered by Cadillacs and “big Mercs.”

The Italian “specials” constructors were 
caught a bit unprepared when the F.I.A. 
made the new Formula 3 an official class of 
Grand Prix racing. While the British hold 
a long lead, at present, we expect to see 
many successful Italian cars enter compe- 
tition within the next year. 

First Italian “500” to appear is the Nardi 
which, from the photos, appears to be com- 
pleted except for seat and body. Many pre- 
vious designs for the popular Italian “750” 
class, tho not specifically for Formula 3, 
have given Nardi considerable experience 
in the design of light chassis. This can be 
seen in the typical Nardi truss-type tubular 
frame, the Fiat-type independent front sus- 
pension with transverse leaf spring. Rear 
axle also appears to use Fiat parts, altho 
the springs are cantilevered quarter-elliptic, 
with a radius arm to the rear. The partic- 
ular engine fitted (Universal 500) is a shaft

drive (chain drive can be used with other 
engines resulting in sayings in weight). 

The wheels are motorcycle type, large di- 
ameter, with built in brake drums. Any mo- 
torcycle engine can be fitted, including the 
Universal, the Carru, or the famous 4-cylin- 
der Gilera. Even after the light weight 
aluminum body is fitted, the car will no 
doubt appear short and stubby, due to the 
high headrest. This firewall-headrest bulk- 
head should also provide very good roll-over 
protection, a point not always considered by 
other “500” designers. 

With the rigid chassis, excellent suspen- 
sion, light weight, and powerful motorcycle 
engine, the Nardi should be capable of giv- 
ing a good account of itself in competition 
with the highly - successful English cars. 
There is little chance that “500” racing will 
ever become monotonous with designers like 
Nardi continually coming up with something 
new. Interesting competition seems to be de- 
veloping among the European nations for 
Formula 3 honors, and 1951 will be a com- 
petition season replete with thrills for the 
Grand Prix enthusiast.

EUROPEAN 500 NEWS 


ITALY: Many race cars in Italy’s 500-750 cc 
class cannot be converted successfully to the 
new Formula 3 regulations. They are powered 
by heavy water-cooled engines, and _ include 
starting motors, generators, lights, two-seater 
bodys, and other weight-adding equipment. In 
short, they were built for sports car use, and 
will not be able to compete with the special 
monoposto ‘500s. Besides Nardi; the firms 
of Taraschi, Fumagalli, Giannini, and others 


have announced that they are constructing 
500s.”” 
FRANCE: Some very interesting cars are be- 


ing built. The D.B., built by Deutsch and Bon- 
net, has a chassis built from steel sheet. The 
engine is a Dyna Panhard flat twin of 64.8 
mm x 72 mm bore and stroke, modified to give 
as much as 40 hp. Maximum speed is claimed 
to be over 100 mph. Weight is 550 pounds. The 
Freiss car has a B.M.W. engine of 30 hp, 
‘ubular chacsis, and a weight of 572 pounds. 
Other new French designs, the Pages, Rouger, 
and Denis, are in experimental form, with low 
power, and high weight. 


BELGIUM: A new car, powered by the Sarolea 
motorcycle engine, has a central beam chassis, 
front wheel drive, and speed of near 100 mph. 


GERMANY: Many cars can be ready for For- 
mula 3 competition by merely sleeving and/or 
de-stroking the engines. Most are B.M.W. pow- 
ered. Mercedes is rumored to have an 8 cylinder 
“500,’’ which, with the addition of a two-stage 
blower can race in Formula 2 also. 


ENGLAND: The story is pretty much all 
Cooper . with Iota and Trimax in hot pur- 
suit. Home built specials provide plenty of 
good competition.

Midget racing in America enjoyed a ‘bo- 
nanza’ in 1947, and some of the more ag- 
eressive owners began to look abroad for a 
design capable of breaking the Kurtis-Kraft- 
Offenhauser domination. As a result, Mr. 
Savonussi, of the Valdostana Automobile 
Co., designed and built a racing car speci- 
fically to meet with American midget racing 
regulations. Since the car has never ap- 
peared in this country, to our knowledge, 
we can presume that financial and/or me- 
chanical difficulties have arisen. The engine, 
which is a four cylinder of 820 cc (50 cu 
in) displacement, is mounted on its side, 
with the positive-displacement supercharger 
above. This permits the drive shaft to pass 
to one side of the driver, resulting in a 
much lower seating position and C.G. 

The engine has developed 160 hp @ * 
8,000 rpm on bench tests . ... considerably 
more than the 105 cu in Offenhauser (un- 
blown) has produced to date. It is also light- 
er and more compact than the Offy.’

125 cc. RACING BECOMES 
POPULAR IN ITALY 


Here is a class of racing ANYONE can 
afford! Using the engine built by Lambret- 
ta for their record-holding motor scooter, 
the speed is surprising. Both track and road 
races have been held for this class in Italy 
and Spain. 


- The first production “125”, built by Co- 
merio of Italy, is called the F.C.B. This car 
has a 68” wheelbase, 40” tread, and weighs 
275 pounds. The chassis is tubular, and sus- 
pension is independent on all four wheels. 
Four wheel brakes are fitted, tires are 3.50 
x 10. The transmission is three-speed, with 
the lever on the steering column. The stan- 
dard engine develops 4.2 hp @ 4,000 rpm, 
while 7.5 hp @ 5,300 rpm has been obtained 
from specially tuned models. With normal 
gearing, 45 mph is attained on short courses. 


The C.S.A.I. has formulated a set of regu- 
lations which are of interest to anyone con- 
templating the construction of a similar car: 


125 ec CLASS 


1. 4 wheels, and engine not larger than 125 cc 
(74 eubic inches). 

2. Brakes on all four wheels, and bumpers to 
protect the entire car. 


8. Age limit, 14 to 18 years. Must have par- 
ent’s consent. Must obtain license by passing 
driving test and examination. 


4. Races must be over a closed circuit. not over 
.62 miles long, and the entire race not over 


6.2 miles long. 
Prizes must be medals and trophies only. 


Use of crash helmet is required. 


Races for the 125 cc class have been held 
in the interval between main events of 
Grand Prix races. Such activity gives young 
hopefuls an opportunity to gain valuable 
experience and to capture the atmosphere 
of motor racing. Altho the chief utilization 
of this class has been by youths, there is 
no reason why older enthusiasts should not 
enjoy racing these exciting little cars. They 
are the logical and safe stepping stone to 
500 ce racing. As the car and the course are 
reduced in size, the feeling of speed be- 
comes greater. The great difficulties involved 
in obtaining American road circuits might 
be partially solved by fitting the cars to the 
available courses. Ever considered running 
a road race on a paved parking lot? 
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At top, the first race for the 125s, held at Monza in March. Four cars were entered. Above 
the rear view of the F.C.B. racing car.

BODY STYLE 
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ALLARD K.2 CADILLAC 


By John Franklin Fellows 


The R/P Imported Motor Car Company 
of New York has installed a Cadillac engine 
in the first K.2 Allard to reach these East- 
ern shores and, brother, they've got some- 
thing! 


In getting away from stoplights, no stand- 
ard American car will give this little num- 
ber any competition whatsoever! While road- 
testing the car, for example, we teased a 
Roadmaster Buick, an Olds 88 and the light 
2-door Cadillac coupe by revving and smirk- 
ing a bit at various stoplights. It just wasn’t 
fair. We were a full block away before any 
of this Detroit iron had more than got its 
nose raised. (The nose of this Cadillac- 
Allard, by the way, neither rose upon accel- 
eration nor dipped upon braking.) 


Other interesting facts about this conver- 
sion are: it will idle along smoothly in high 
at 10 mph and will not buck if you decide 
suddenly to “tromp” on the throttle. Also, 
it starts so smoothly in second gear that 
there’s hardly any point in using low gear. 
(In second gear, it will run up to 90 mph 
with ease.) This is due to the high torque 
at low rpm of the new Cadillac engine; to 
the extra-heavy clutch which Perry Fina 
ehas installed; and to the relatively light 
weight of 2,750 pounds. The K.2 sits on the 
road nicely, especially in revving second 
gear on turns, and yet doesn’t shake your 
instruments off the panel. 


Instruments, by the way, are conventional, 
including tachometer, have black faces, and 
are set in a simple machine-brushed alumi- 
num dash panel. They would be easy to re- 
pair, if necessary, as are most working parts 
of this easily accessible car. 


The engine: The standard Cadillac ohv V-8 
engine seems sufficient for all but the most 
competitive driver,. for whom power may be 
added as desired. Dual exhaust manifolds with 
small straight thru mufflers are standard eqiup- 
ment; and no doubt help to bring the horse- 
power nearly up to the 160 bhp that Cadillac 
advertises—this, of course, if the engine is per- 
fectly tuned. Perry Fina likes to add a Detroit 
Racing Equipment manifold, dual Cadillac or 
Carter carburetors, a Vertex magneto, etc., at 
an additional cost of approximately $300.00. 
Perry believes these modificztions add about 


25 bhp. 
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Wheels: Your correspondent is a sucker for 
wire wheels but will settle for kncck-off hub, 
artillery wheels such as are favored by Frazer- 
Nash, so will not ccmment on the Allard 
wheels except to say that they use 6.25” or 
6.50” x 16” tires and that, with fine Marles 
steering, possibly the best there is, they got 
the car nicely over whatever pot-holes could 
be found. 


Gear ratios: 3.78, 6.68 and 11.75 to 1 are 
standard in the K.2 Allard; and altho other 
ratios are available, these seemed perfect. For 
competition, tho, 6.2, 4.58 and 3.54 to 1 as in- 
stalled in the J.2 Allard, might work equally 
well. (Remember, the Cadillac engine is about 
the most flexible power plant money can buy.) 
Gearbox is syncro-mesh 3-speed. 


Body: Which brings up the K.2 Allard’s style 
which you like if you are 100% practical and 
perhaps don’t like quite so much if you have a 
touch of artistry in you. It isn’t a ‘“‘pretty’’ 
car, partly because it has plenty of practical 
9 inch clearance—and adequate luggage space, 
too. But the cockpit is roomy; the wheel and 
air-cushion seats are adjustable; you can see 
both front fenders; the doers open and close 
well; and the hardware, tho a bit on the light 
side, is as good as found on any car within 
the K.2’s price range. Fairly heavy gauge alum- 
inum paneling is used thruout. Superficial body 
changes might include an adaptation of Ameri- 
can bumpers, better looking hood strap and 
chroming of the top braces. 


Other details of the car which are good: 
Powerful Lockheed brakes: large gas tank; 
aluminum front grille of attractive design; 
electric or vacuum windshield wipers; signal 
lights; and a double tool-kit running all 
the way across the fire wall and making for 
really adequate storage space. Either 12 or 
6 volt ignition systems are available; but 
who wants six when you can have twelve? 
The batteries are stored under the floor- 
boards in well protected compartments built 
onto the X-frame. 


Another possible addition to the K.2 
Allard is a De Dion rear end—at an added 
cost of approximately $475.00. A model of 
this variety soon will be in the States. Still 
another refinement, a must for those who 
enjoy the summer country air, is a fold- 
down wind-screen, available at approximately 


$50.00 extra. 


On a 106 inch wheelbase, costing 
$3,995.00 delivered at the Seddon-Fina R/P 
establishment, in New York, this K.2 is 
quite a buggy. Go take a look-see yourself!

ROAD & TRACK PHOTOGRAPHY 


Conducted by Karl A. Barleben 
ABOUT FILMS 


The modern photographic film is indeed a 
wonderful product when you stop to think 
about it (and few do). It is an extremely 
complex material involving advanced col- 
loidal chemistry, and is difficult to manufac- 
ture uniformly and consistently. The essence 
of the whole thing is a cellulose base coated 
with a silver salt impregnated gelatinous 
emulsion. The more modern films use ace- 
tobutyrate (a recent development which su- 
persedes acetate safety stock) as the base. 


Films (glass plates are rarely used) are 
available in three broad physical types, roll, 
pack, and sheet. Roll films are the most 
popular because of their small size, compact- 
ness and ease of loading. Packs are extreme- 
ly handy when working with “plate” cameras 
and where shots have to be made in fairly 
rapid succession. Sheet films are generally 
the professional’s choice, even tho they make 
use of double film holders mandatory (which 
adds to the bulk). Of course, the type of 
film used is dependent upon the camera. 

There are two broad classifications of 
films: orthochromatic and panchromatic (a 
third is infra-red, a specialist’s film, which 
we shall ignore here). “Ortho” film is excel- 
lent for all ordinary photography, when full 
color correction is not necessary. Being in- 
sensitive to the reds, ortho film fails to pro- 
vide full color balance in monotone 
however, this is not as serious a fault as it 
may seem. On the contrary, ortho film is the 
choice of the average amateur snapshooter 
who is concerned chiefly with making pic- 
tures outdeors and without special filters, 


and who is not too well versed in the com- 
plexities of photography . . . and cares less. 


Panchromatic film, on the other hand, is 
sensitive to all colors, including the reds: 
hence, must be handled in complete dark- 
ness in the darkroom or, at least, under a 
very feeble green safe-light (being least 
sensitive to green). Full color correction is 
possible with this film. when the appropriate 
filter is used. For this reason, “pan” films 
are widely used by advanced amateurs and 
professionals, both indoors and out, with or 
without filters. In short, it is a more “unt- 
versal” film, covering a wider range and 
used for all types of photography. 

There are four major brands of films avail- 
able in the United States: Ansco, DuPont 
(sheet film only), Eastman Kodak and Ge- 
vaert. All are quality products, made of 
consistent materials, and can be depended 
upon completely. In ortho film, Ansco offers 
“Plenachrome,” Eastman has “Verichrome,” 
and Gevaert designates “Gevachrome.” These 
three films have an average ASA (American 
Standards Association) speed value of: Day- 
light 50, Tungsten 25, and are used for all 
average outdoor work. 


Panchromatic film comes in several ranges, 
based primarily upon speed. For example, 
Ansco “Supreme,” Eastman “Plus-X” and 
Gevaert “Panchromosa” are what might be 
termed “average speed” pan films (Daylight 
50-80; Tungsten 40-50). Where faster speed 
is not required, these films are ideal because 
they. possess extremely fine-grain character- 
istics . . . which is essential in miniature 


camera photography where rather large en- 
largements from the tiny negatives are often 
mandatory. For conditions where the light

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is poor, a fast film is indicated. Ansco “Su- 
perpan Press,” Eastman “Super-XX” and 
Gevaert “Gevapan” fall into this category, 
having ASA speed values: Daylight 100-125, 
Tungsten 60-80. 

In considering photographic films, it is 
axiomatic that speed is gained at a sacrifice 
of grain; however, even with fast films such 
as these, the grain structure is still sufficient- 
ly fine to offer no real problems, even when 
used for tiny negatives as made in miniature 
cameras. The increased speed of our modern 
films is frequently of extreme value in ob- 
taining otherwise impossible-to-get pictures. 
In general, however, where lighting condi- 
tions permit, is best to use a slower film in 
the interest of reduced grain and _ over-all 
quality of the final result. 


Pan films are indicated for all types of 
serious work, indoors or out, Flash and flood 
lighting indoors are best handled with pan 
films since their speed under artificial light 
does not drop so perceptibly as with ortho 
films. Too, because of their full-range color 
sensitivity, it is possible to use all kinds of 
filters over the camera lens for special or 
dramatic effects. 

Photographic film is, essentially, a perish- 
able material, being subject to various haz- 
ards. For example, film should be kept not 
only in light-proof wrapping until loaded in- 
to the camera, but also kept reasonably cool 
and dry at all times. Excessive heat and 
humidity can quickly ruin film that wonid 
otherwise remain in good condition for per- 
haps years. For this reason, films should nev- 
er be left in closed automobiles standing out 
in the sun. 


Film, properly kept, will usually last for 
several years before chemically breaking 
down to the point where fog develops. Ex- 
piration dates, stamped on each roll, pack 
or sheet film package, may or may not 
mean much ... the important thing is that 
the films be stored properly prior to use. 


Black-and-white films have a very use- 
ful inherent property known as “latitude,” 
which allows a fairly wide margin of error 
to be made in exposure without seriously 
spoiling the results. Nevertheless, the use of 
a reliable exposure meter is strongly recom- 
mended so that the correct exposure may be 
definitely determined. Only in this way can 
consistently good negatives be produced, for 
under- or over-exposed negatives can never 
produce the same quality prints as correctly- 
exposed negatives. Any corrective treatments 
possible should be regarded as mere make- 
shifts at best which fail to bring poorly- 
exposed negatives up to the quality stan- 
dards of a correctly-exposed negative in the, 
first place. 

Natural color films (about which more, in 
a future issue) are naturally a bit more deli- 
cate as to balance and, therefore, possess far’ 
less latitude than black-and-white films, Col- 
or photography, for this reason, makes the 
use of a good exposure meter mandatory. 

It is interesting to note at this point that, 
contrary to general belief, experience alone 
in evaluating photographic exposure is not 
to be entirely trusted, since the light we see 
is not entirely the same as that which affects 
the photographic film! It is, therefore, de- 
cidedly not “sissy” to use a meter... on 
the contrary, meters are used universally by 
professionals and those advanced amateurs 
who have learned the failings and limitations 
of the photographic film. 

As a rule, it is advisable to develop film 
as soon after exposure as possible. This is 
more important with color film than black- 
and-white. ‘ 
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THE VALUE OF A WELL 
DESIGNED EXHAUST SYSTEM 


In a series of tests recently conducted by 
the Southern California Muffler Co., we find 
complete collaboration with tests made 
earlier by other companies. In this latest test 
a 1950 Ford was used, which is one of the 
worst offenders in the matter of exhaust re- 
striction and resultant back pressure. Never- 
theless, it is true that almost any stock car 
can develop from 5 to 10 percent more useful 
power by revising the exhaust system. Nor is 
it necessary to accept a louder exhaust rate 
to get this improvement. To be more specific, 
the stock Ford exhaust system shows back 
pressure readings as high as 5 pounds per 
square inch. Merely adding a left hand 
exhaust pipe and using two stock mufflers 
reduces this figure to 1.0 psi maximum (at 
65 mph in second gear). Adding exhaust 
headers to the above reduces peak back 
pressure to only .5 psi, while a further 
change to straight-thru steel packed mufflers 
will reduce back pressure to almost zero! 

In reviewing the resultant gains in bhp 
achieved as a result of reduced back pres- 
sure, we find one test showing a gain of 14 
bhp. The average car can safely be assumed 
to gain the 5 to 10% previously mentioned. 

Several benefits besides increased accelera- 
tion performance can certainly be attributed 
to reduced back pressure, chief of which is 
possible gain of 1 to 2 more miles per gallon 
of gasoline at normal highway speeds. Minor 
benefits which are perhaps difficult to prove 
but nevertheless reasonable in theory, include 
easier starting and better cooling. A final 


point, often overlooked, is that the straight- 
thru, steel-packed mufflers are very well 
built and will often outlast 2 or 3 stock 
mufflers. 

In cold climates the removal of the ex- 
haust manifolds and exhaust thermostats 
might result in slower warm-up but this 
condition can be improved by the installa- 
tion of water thermostats having higher set- 
tings. Altho the manifold thermostat is re- 
moved the exhaust passage to the intake 
manifold remains open and will continue 
to heat to a lesser degree.

car, as mentioned previously, which per- 
formed so creditably in the first of the 
famous 500-mile International Sweepstakes 
to be held every Memorial Day. 


The 1912 series A was the first Stutz of- 
fered to the public, with quite a few be- 
ing built and sold in the summer and fall 
of 1911. The chassis of the car, identical 
to that of the race car, was powered with 
a Wisconsin engine of the 4-cylinder, 4- 
cycle, 2-block, T-head type, with a bore 
and stroke of 434 by 5% inches. The pis- 
ton displacement was 389.9 cubic inches, 
and the rated horsepower was 36.1, tho 
actually about 60 hp was developed at 1500 
rpm. Forced-feed lubrication was supplied 
to all the engine bearings. The wheelbase 
was 120 inches, and the tires were 34 by 
414 all around, mounted on demountable 
rims. The famous Stutz rear axle and 
transmission was used, in conjunction with 
a multiple-disc clutch. For $2000 a road- 
ster or a touring car could be had, while 
a coupe was offered at $2500. 


Among the many contests which the 
white Stutz “racers” entered after that 
make’s meteoric rise to fame was the Me- 
morial Day race at Indianapolis on May 30, 
1912. Three Stutzes entered the event, but 
Anderson’s unfortunately blew out a tire 
and turned over at the end of 197 miles, 
having averaged 77.18 mph up to that time. 
The other two, driven by Merz and Zengle, 
gained fourth and sixth places, Merz’s speed 
of 76.01 mph being close to Dawson’s win- 
ning National which averaged 78.72. From 
New England to California the year 1912 
saw Stutz cars take many firsts as well as 
other positions in dirt track and road

races, and climb steadily to the road rac- 
ing championship which it was to earn 
in 1913. 

The series B line for 1913 consisted of 
the same 4-cylinder cars of the previous 
year, with minor refinements; and of a 
new model with a 6-cylinder, 3-block, T- 
head engine of 434 by 5 inches bore and 
stroke. By the end of 1913 some 2000 
Stutz cars had been sold, and the Stutz 
Auto Parts Co. had combined with the 
Ideal Motor Car Co. to form the Stutz 
Motor Car Co. of which Harry C. Stutz 
was president. 


Racing that year saw Merz gain third 
place in the 500-miler at Indianapolis, his 
Stutz crossing the finish line at an average 
speed of 73.38 mph. What was even better 
was the unequalled record of seven conse- 
cutive victories in important road racing 
events including those at Santa Monica, and 
Corona, California, and at Elgin, Illinois. 
No wonder the road racing championship 
was acquired that year, thanks to Gil An- 
derson and Earl Cooper. 

Several changes were evident in the ser- 
ies E of 1914, electric self-starters on all 
models being not the least important. As 
before, the 4-cylinder cars were retained 
with minor improvements, tho the change 
from the multiple-disc clutch to a cone 
clutch was anything but a wise one, as 
any Stutz owner could later testify. The 
6-cylinder emerged with a 2-block, T-head 
engine of 4 by 5 inches which fitted in the 
same frame and under the same hood as 
the 4-cylinder engine. The Bearcat, chicf 
rival of the Mercer raceabout, made its 
bow, and was available with either engine, 
priced at $2000 for the four and $2125 
for the six. This rakish speedster, with its 
large round gas tank behind the two bucket 
seats, and affording absolutely no protec-

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tion against the elements, was a delight- 
ful, sporty car capable of speeds approach- 
ing 80 mph. Great maneuverability was 
present, and mad dashes thru thick traffic 
were easily accomplished, tho the insufh- 
cient 2-wheel brakes required constant at 
tention and respect from the driver. 


A little-known series, the H.C.S., not to 
be confused with the separate make of car 
of that name put out by Stutz and Camp- 
bell in the early twenties, was also avail- 
able in 1914, the only year of its produc- 
tion. This 108-inch wheelbase car had a 
4-cylinder, L-head engine of 334 by 5 inches, 
and sold for $1475. It looked all-the-world | 
like a reproduction of the racing cars, tho | 
it was provided with all necessary road 
equipment. 


At Indianapolis Barney Oldfield’s Stutz 
was in fifth place, taking the checkered 
flag before every other American car. No 
stops were made for mechanical adjust- 
ments or to add water to the radiator, and 
only three tires were changed during the 
long grind. Oldfield’s average speed was_ 
78.15 mph. Other races thruout the coun- * 
try saw Stutz take many first prizes that 
year. The fame of Stutz was assured. 

The next three years, 1915 thru 1917, 
saw the series F, C, and R with few 
changes, altho the 1917 Bearcat did emerge 
with a more comfortable body with low-cut 
sides and windshield, and with the revolu- 
tionary 16-valve, 4-cylinder, 1-block engine 
of 43g by 6 inches. This engine was still 
of the T-head variety, with non-detachable 
head, the former a rather archaic feature 
shared with Pierce Arrow, while the latter 
design, also rapidly losing favor, was re- 
tained by Rolls-Royce right thru 1926. The 
new engine had a piston displacement of

5000 W. Jefferson, Los Angeles 16, California 
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360 cubic inches, and altho somewhat 
smoother than its predecessor, did not seem 
to have quite the same punch. All the 
1917 cars were supplied with Houk wire 
wheels as standard equipment, and _ right- 
hand drive was retained, another antiquated 
carry-over shared with Pierce Arrow. 

In racing, Stutz had continued to make 
a name for itself. As championship racing 
in 1915 was limited to cars with a piston 
displacement of 300 cubic inches or under, 
a new Stutz engine had been designed for 
their racing cars only, and built for them 
by Wisconsin. This was still of four cylin- 
ders, but had one block with a displace- 
ment just a few inches under 300, and 
boasting of 16 inclined overhead valves ac- 
tuated by a single overhead camshaft driven 
by a train of gears at the front. The three 
main bearings were of the ball bearing 
type, while the connecting rod bearings 
were the usual babbited variety. Stutz race 
cars so equipped, and driven by Anderson, 
Cooper, and Wilcox in the 1915 Indianapo- 
lis race, took third, fourth, and seventh 
places, respectively, Anderson averaging 87.6 
mph, just 214, mph slower than the win- 
ning Mercedes driven by Ralph De Palma. 
On October 9 that year Gil Anderson won 
the Astor Challenge Cup at the opening 
race at Sheepshead Bay, averaging the un- 
heard-of speed of 102.6 mph for 350 miles. 
In a different vein was the record-breaking 
transcontinental trip from San Diego to 
New York, when a Bearcat was driven by 
“Cannonball” Baker from _ coast-to-coast 
over muddy roads in 1] days, 7 hours and 
15 minutes. 

The years 1918 thru 1920 saw the series 
S, G, and H remain virtually unchanged, 
all models being powered with the 16-valve 
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engine of the 1917 Bearcat. The Stutz com- 
pany had withdrawn from racing, apparent- 
ly resting on their laurels, and the 300- 
cubic-inch models were disposed of and 
subsequently raced privately, some bearing 
the Chevrolet nameplate, extant photo- 
graphs showing this to be the case. Harry 
C. Stutz had sold his interests in the com- 
pany in 1919, incidentally, and was no 
longer connected with the car bearing his 
name, tho the H.C.S. Motor Car Co., of 
which he was president, did bring out in 


- 1921 a car bearing his initials. 


The first major change in several years 
took place with the series K of 1921 when 
the cone clutch, cause of the majority of 
Stutz rear axle failures because of its 
grabbing tendencies, was replaced with a 
clutch of the multiple-disc type. This was 
definitely a step in the right direction. In 
1922 the KLDH had the first Stutz detach- 
able-head block, other engine specifications 
remaining the same; and also offered left- 
hand drive if one were rash enough to 
prefer it to still-available right-hand drive. 

With Stutz bringing out an overhead- 
valve, 6-cylinder car in 1923 the demise of 
its famous four was a certainty, and so 
the left-hand-drive Speedway Four of 1923 
only lasted two more years, carrying with 
it to the bitter end the famous Stutz com- 
bination rear axle and transmission which 
had started it on its way to fame so many 
years hefore,
